10,000th GRADUATE & FIRST M.A. RECIPIENTS AMONG 260 TO RECEIVE DEGREES 


Sir George Williams University will present degrees to its 10,000th graduate and to 
its first Master of Arts graduates at Fall Convocation, Sunday, November 19 at 3:00 
p-m. in the Salvation Army Citadel. 


Chancellor Fraser F. Fulton also announced that degrees of Doctor of Laws, honoris 
causa will be conferred upon: 


Dr. J.G. Hagey, President and Vice-Chancellor of the University of Waterloo; 


Miss Kathleen Jenkins, former Chief Librarian of Westmount Public Library; 
Maurice Strong, Director General of the Canadian External Aid Office. 


The Convocation address will be delivered by Mr. Strong. 


Dr. Hagey is the founding president of the University of Waterloo, which this year 


celebrates its 10th year of service. He instigated the movement for a university 
in the Kitchener-Waterloo area and introduced the concept of co-operative education 
to Canada by developing an engineering program whereby students spend alternate 
terms on-campus for academic studies and off-campus training in industry for 
practical experience. Under his leadership the University of Waterloo has grown to 
an enrolment of more than 7,000 students. 


Miss Jenkins graduated from McGill University with a B.A. degree and a certificate 
from the McGill Library School. She joined the Westmount Public Library in 1926 and 
was chief librarian from 1931 to 1962. She was a founding member of the Canadian 
Library Association and played an active role in the campaign to remove the federal 
sales tax on books. Since her retirement, she has published Montreal, Island City of 
the St. Lawrence and written on children's books for the Montreal Star. 


Maurice Strong resigned as president of the Power Corporation of Canada, Limited to 
become director general of the Canadian External Aid Office in October 1966. He is 
president of the National Council of YMCAs of Canada and a member of the advisory 
board of York University School of Business Administration. 


Of 260 members of this Fall Convocation graduating class, 138 are day students, 122 
from the evening division. 55 evening student graduates are employed as teachers.
